REMARKS  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 

Recommendations  from  the  Board  of  Fire  Control,  Concord, 
for  the  Town  Hall : 

Alter  the  South  doors  on  the  ground  floor  to  swing  outward 
and  equip  them  with  a  panic  latch,  providing  a  platform  at  floor 
level  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  swing  of  doors  with  suit- 
able steps  to  the  ground. 

Keep  chairs  or  other  storage  away  from  the  fire  escape  door 
on  the  second  floor. 

Change  position  of,  and  provide  shades  for  the  border  lights 
on  the  stage,  as  at  least  one  of  them  has  charred  the  woodwork 
overhead. 

The  chimney  was  examined  in  the  attic,  and  viewed  from  the 
ground  on  the  outside.  That  part  covered  with  plaster  could  not 
be  seen,  chimney  is  too  small  for  the  furnace.  Therefore,  it  is 
recommended  that  a  new  chimney  l)e  built  on  the  outside  of  the 
building. 

The  front  stairway  is  ample  for  egress,  but  a  dangerous  con- 
dition exists  at  the  winding  section.  It  would  be  safer  if  this 
stairway  can  be  altered  by  providing  square  landings  to  allow  all 
steps  to  be  uniform  in  size  and  height. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  the  Power  and  Telephone  Com- 
panies that  any  time  a  building  in  the  Town  is  to  be  moved  that  the 
Selectmen  be  notified  so  that  they  in  turn  can  notify  them  and 
they  will  be  in  a  position  to  cooperate  and  cause  Httle  or  no 
interruption  in  these  services.

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ing,  it  was  impossible  to  purchase,  with  our  allocations,  a  sufficient 
number  of  books  to  meet  the  borrowers'  demands ;  consequently, 
our  circulation  for  this  past  year  has  shown  a  marked  decrease. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  borrow  books  from  surrounding 
libraries  as  well  as  from  the  State  Library. 

In  x\ugust,  September,  and  October,  the  Trustees  and  the 
librarian  met  with  Miss  Catharine  Pratt,  assistant  State  Libra- 
rian. Our  aim  was  to  apply  for  and  receive  State  Aid.  Specific 
standards  were  required  and  we  fell  short  in  reference  material 
and  separate  sections  for  the  children.  With  this  in  mind,  second 
hand  tables  and  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  small  children. 
The  Congregational  Guild  very  generously  donated  a  table  and 
we  then  bought  unpainted  book  cases  and  chairs  for  the  Inter- 
mediate Group.  Mrs.  Victor  Collette  and  I  spent  several  days 
painting  and  varnishing  the  furniture.  We  then  assembled  all 
of  the  children's  books  and  converted  a  seldom-used  reading  room 
into  a  children's  room.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  doing 
this,  therefore  it  was  not  completed  in  time  to  receive  State  Aid 
this  past  year. 

With  the  opening  of  the  children's  room,  a  notice  was  sent  to 
the  Central  School,  and  the  lower  grades  visited  the  library.  This 
was  done  primarily  to  put  into  the  children's  hands,  sources  of 
reading  material  other  than  the  common  "funny  books." 

With  the  co-operation  of  Mrs.  Lester  Houston,  the  children 
were  shown  how  to  use  the  library.  All  the  children  took  books 
home,  and  those  living  near  the  library  have  become  active  bor- 
rowers. 

Books  were  borrowed  from  the  State  Library  for  the  Cen- 
tral and  High  Schools  to  be  used  for  reference  and  supplementary 
reading. 

Very  soon  a  Bookmobile  will  arrive  regularly  in  Hampstead, 
and  this  should  prove  to  be  a  great  asset  to  the  teachers. 

In  turning  over  the  librarian  duties  to  Mrs.  Velma  Beaudoin. 
I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  trustees,  teachers 
and  townspeople  who,  in  the  past,  have  co-operated  with  me,  thus 
helping  to  build  our  library  up  to  meet  State   Standards.

During  the  year  of  1948  we  had  16  tire  calls.  Three  major 
fires  which  were  at  Levi  Duston's,  Main  St.,  Hampstead ;  J.  A. 
Bernard  and  L.  Haggett.  East  Hampstead.  Three  out  of  town 
calls — One  at  Chester.  N.  H.,  woods  fire;  one  at  Derry,  N.  H.,  a 
house  fire  which  was  a  total  loss,  and  a  false  alarm  at  Atkinson, 
N.  H.    The  rest  were  grass  and  chimney  fires. 

We  added  a  new  truck  to  the  department  in  July  with  the 
help  of  the  Civic  Club,  The  Firemen's  Association  and  the  Town. 
It  is  a  tank  truck  of  500  gallons,  14  Indian  pumpers  and  a  150 
gallon  pump.     It  also  has  a  rack  on  top  for  tools  and  hose.

FOREST  FIRE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and 
woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in 
1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  ecjualling  at  times 
those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire 
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and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been 
gratifyingly   low. 

With  the  continued  cooi)eration  of  all  the  people,  we  can  ho])e 
to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that 
in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and 
that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use 
our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  l)efore.  We  must 
therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but.  above  all.  pre- 
vention by  everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  hel]), 
as  follows : 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco 
before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automo- 
biles, always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 
The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to 

insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in  this  way 
is  earnestly  solicited.

REPORT   OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead  : 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  Annual  Report.  This  report  will 
include  supplementary  staff  reports  from  the  Headmaster  of  the 
High  School,  the  Supervisor  of  Music  Instruction,  the  Super- 
visor of  Art  Instruction,  and  the  Director  of  Health  Services. 
This  report  will  cover  Statistical  information  concerning  the 
school  year  beginning  July  1,  1947,  and  ending  June  30,  1948; 
with  additional  information  concerning  the  statistics  of  the  schools 
from  July  1,  1948  to  December  31,  1948. 

I.     GENERAL  INFORMATION : 

The  school  enrollment  reached  a  total  of  156  pupils  registered 
for  1947-48.    During  the  present  school  year  our  total  enrollment 
shows  147  pupils  registered. 
A.     Teacher  Replacement : 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this 
year.  Our  present  teaching  staff  measures  well  in  ability  and 
earnestness  of  purpose  with  those  of  other  years,  and  in  cer- 
tain areas  I  feel  that  our  instruction  has  been  strengthened. 
Mrs.  Gladys  R.  Dyke,  a  teacher  of  many  years  of  experience 
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at  Atkinson  Academy  replaced  Miss  Margaret  Hadley,  teach- 
ing French,  English,  and  part  of  the  Social  Studies  and  su- 
pervising dramatics.  Miss  Frances  Hoyt,  a  teacher  of  thirteen 
years'  experience  in  the  Bristol,  N.  H.,  school  system,  re- 
places Miss  Dorothy  Torlone  in  the  Commercial  and  Social 
Studies  subjects.  Miss  Hoyt  aids  in  school  publications,  and 
some  administrative  secretarial  work  connected  with  the 
Headmaster's   duties. 

Miss  Elsine  Stimson,  a  graduate  of  Nasson  College,  re- 
places Miss  Helen  Cassily  in  the  Home  Economics  and  Social 
Studies  field.  She  also  supervises  menus  and  the  accounting 
connected  with  the  Hot  Lunch  Program.  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Houston,  a  teacher  of  experience  in  Vermont  and  New  Ham- 
shire  replaces  Miss  Mabel  Emerson  as  teacher  of  Grades 
1  and  2  at  the  Central  School.  Mr.  David  Greenlaw  took 
over  the  administrative  duties  of  the  Central  School,  thus  cen- 
tralizing the  local  administration  of  the  schools. 
B.     The  Good  Citizenship  Medal : 

This  award  is  made  annually  by  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  to  that  student,  who  in  the  opinion  of  his  teach- 
ers and  fellow  students  has  best  exemplified  the  principles  of 
good   citizenship.

H.     CURRICULUM : 

In  our  democracy  the  individual  is  viewed  as  having  freedom 
to  develop  his  natural  abilities  to  the  fullest  possible  degree. 
Starting  with  childhood  he  is  constantly  changing  in  mental  and 
physical  characteristics  as  his  natural  and  social  environment  may 
vary.  A  well  balanced  personality  is  not  required  at  birth;  it 
must  be  achieved.  Born  into  a  physical  environment,  man  must, 
throughout  his  life,  adjust  himself  to  his  natural  surroundings 
according  to  ability,  needs,  and  interest.  Born  into  a  social  en- 
vironment in  which  he  is  involved  with  people  and  institutions, 
he  must  adapt  his  behavior  to  the  group  pattern  of  society.  Hav- 
ing democratic  freedom,  however,  he  can  modify  his  physical  or 
social  surroundings  as  well  as  develop  his  own  special  abilities. 
It  is  the  task  of  our  schools  to  help  the  child  in  his  youthful  ad- 
justment to  his  surroundings,  to  lead  him  in  his  own  eflfort  to  de- 
velop any  special  abilites  he  may  possess,  and  to  provide  a  founda- 
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tion  of  good  habits  and  attitudes  which  will   encourage   him  to 
modify  his  surroundings  for  the  better. 

The  program  of  studies  offered  by  the  Hampstead  Schools 
continues  to  provide  adequate  training  in  the  skill  subjects  such 
as  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  though  there  is  room  for  ex- 
pansion and  improvement  in  the  fields  of  social  studies,  health, 
science  and  physical  education,  and  vocational  training. 

A.     Testing  Program : 

1.  Elementary    Schools   Grades   2-8: 

The  results  of  our  testing  program  last  year  show  that 
Hampstead  students,  by  and  large,  are  working  well  and  show 
better  than  average  accomplishment  in  subject  matter  fields  in 
relation  to  comparative  groups  in  the  rest  of  the  United 
States. 

To  aid  teachers  in  helping  your  child  the  testing  program 
has  been  expanded  to  include  testing  periods  in  October  and 
again  in  April  making  it  possible  for  teachers,  pupils,  and  par- 
ents to  diagnose  the  difficult  areas  of  accomplishment,  take 
steps  to  remedy  the  weakness  and  then  measure  the  effective- 
ness of  the  remedial  action  taken. 

These  tests  measure  only  a  small  part  of  a  person's  edu- 
cational progress  in  that  they  tell  us  only  the  child's  ability 
to  "learn  from  books,"  and  how  well  he  is  using  this  ability. 
This  program  is  used  only  as  a  starting  point  from  which 
the  teachers  may  aid  the  pupil  in  overcoming  his  subject 
difficulties. 

A  battery  of  tests  will  be  given  this  year  to  the  members 
of  the  eighth  grade,  which  will  aid  the  school  and  home  in 
helping  these  pupils  select  wisely  their  courses  in  high  school. 

2.  High  School  Grades  11-12: 

A  new  program  of  testing  for  Grades  11  and  12  was  offered 
this  year.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  give  each  pupil 
a  chance  to  explore  his  vocational  interest  and  match  these 
interests  against  objective  ability. 

The  battery  of  tests  included : 

(a)  Vocational  preference  Test. 

(1)  Fields   of   interest 

(2)  Types  of  interest 

(b)  Mental   Maturity   Test 
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(c)  Problem  Solving  Ability  Test 

(d)  Reading  Comprehension  Test 

(e)  Space  Relations  Ability  Test 

(f )  Habits  of  Speed  and  Accuracy  Test 

(g)  Occupations  chosen  by  the  student 

The  Headmaster  may  use  these  results  in  conferences  with 
pupils  and  parents  for  purposes  of  charting  your  boys'  and 
girls'  future  course  in  life. 
B.     Art  and  JNIusic  : 

Equipment  and  material  for  this  important  phase  of  the 
curriculum  have  been  made  available.  The  program  in  both 
these  areas  parallels  the  regular  subject  fields  when  it  seems 
desirable  and  practical. 

HI.     TEACHERS   AND    PROFESSIONAL   IMPROVE- 
MENT: 

A.  Teachers : 

Hampstead  is  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  well-trained 
and  above  all,  experienced  teachers  interested  in  boys  and 
girls  and  conscious  of  the  need  for  continuous  study  in  our 
dynamic  society.  Without  a  corps  of  teachers  who,  by  and 
large,  have  the  "forward  looking  point  of  view,"  no  school 
system  can  face  the  future  with  confidence  that  its  young 
people  are  in  good  hands,  or  that  they  will  be  able  to  ven- 
ture forth  well  adjusted  young  men  and  women. 

B.  Professional   Advancement: 

A  new  venture  in  professional  improvement  was  under- 
taken in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  with  the  establishment  of 
a  three-week  Summer  School  this  year.  The  teachers  at- 
tending were  able  to  secure  college  degree  credit.  The 
course  covered  the  fields  of  Unit  Planning  and  Child  Develop- 
ment. Mrs.  Lora  Sinskie  was  among  the  forty-five  teachers 
attending.  Mr.  Greenlaw  attended  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  during  the  summer  session,  and  Mrs.  Reynolds 
and  Miss  Hoyt  were  enrolled  at  Boston  University. 

IV.     MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR: 

During  the  year  minor  repairs  were  made  at  the  High  School 
and  the  Central  Schools.  Included  in  those  at  the  Central  School 
were  the  repair  of  the  roof  and  cupola,  painting  the  outside  of  the 
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window  sash,  and  calking  the  brick  where  needed.  All  floors 
were  washed,  filled  and  waxed,  thus  breaking  away  from  the  old 
policy  of  oiling  the  floors.  Many  desk  tops  were  sanded  and  all 
were  varnished. 

The  cesspool  at  the  rear  of  the  school  was  repaired.  With 
the  aid  of  the  town,  tarvia  was  placed  on  the  roadway  to  the 
High  School. 

V.  HOT  LUNCH  PROGRAM  ; 

The  hot  lunch  program  made  possible  by  the  action  of  the 
people  of  Hampstead  at  the  last  school  meeting  has  progressed 
and  is  functioning  well.  Complete  equipment  for  the  kitchen  and 
dining-room  was  procured,  which  included  a  gas  range,  refriger- 
ator, hot  water  heater,  along  with  utensils,  tables,  forks,  spoons, 
bowls,  and  plates.  More  than  116  students  are  being  served  a 
full  dinner  supplemented  with  milk. 

The  services  of  Mrs.  Irma  Coombs  were  secured  to  prepare 
and  direct  the  serving  of  the  meals.  Mrs.  Bertha  Whiteneck  aids 
Mrs.  Coombs  in  this  work.  Both  are  to  be  commended  for  the 
efficient  operation  of  the  program.  Teachers  and  pupils  partici- 
pate in  the  supervision  and  operation  of  the  program  so  that  it 
has  truly  become  a  part  of  our  school  life. 

VI.  SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY  ACTIVITIES: 

One  of  the  measures  of  a  good  community  is  the  closeness 
with  which  the  various  groups  of  the  community  work  with  and  for 
the  schools.  Hampstead  shows  to  good  advantage  in  this  respect 
as  there  is  definite  evidence  of  a  close  liaison  among  the  various 
departments  of  government  service  organizations  and  the  schools. 

A.  Parent  Teacher  Association  : 

Through  the  efiforts  of  this  active  organization  a  full  Class 
A  Lunch  Program  has  been  realized.  The  organization  has 
helped  materially  by  providing  a  paid  worker  for  this  pro- 
gram. Other  activities  stich  as  recreational  reading  and  i^ro- 
grams  have  been  sponsored  for  the  school.  More  important, 
however,  has  been  the  desire  on  their  part  to  sincerely  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  all  the  children  in  our  Schools. 

B.  Greater  Hampstead  Civic  Club  and  J.  O.  U.  A.  M. : 
Further  evidence  of  good  community  spirit  has  been  shown 

by  the  ever-ready  financial  and  personal  support  of  the  ath- 
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letic   and   activity   programs   of   the   school    by   the    Greater 
Hampstead  Civic  Club. 

The  Junior  Order  of  United  American  Mechanics  pre- 
sented the  Hampstead  Central  School  with  an  American 
Flag,  and  an  appropriate  dedication  ceremony  was  held. 

VII.     RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  CONCLUSIONS: 

I  wish  to  restate  the  introduction  made  to  this  section  in  my 
first  annual  report  that  "this  might  well  be  called  a  Plan  for  the 
Future.  In  no  way  should  it  be  implied  that  these  recommenda- 
tions are  musts,  but  a  program  upon  which  you  the  public  must 
decide." 

A.  Teacher  Status : 

The  salaries  paid  teachers  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire show  that  the  female  elementally  school  teacher  received 
an  average  of  $2,300.00  last  year.  Hampstead  has  always 
prided  itself  on  the  level  of  its  teachers'  salaries. 

Replacements  in  our  present  staff  would  require  an  ex- 
penditure of  a  minimum  of  $2,000.00  for  an  inexperienced 
teacher.  Costs  of  living  indices  indicate  no  appreciable  de- 
crease in  the  essential  commodities.  Therefore,  it  seems  that 
increases  are  indicated. 

B.  Part-Time  Manual  Training  Instructor : 

Careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  employment 
of  a  part-time  manual  training  instructor  for  grades  7 
through  10,  utilizing  the  present  annex  to  the  High  School 
as  a  workshop.  This  would  fill  a  need  that  has  been  evident 
in  this  area  for  some  time. 

C.  Music,  Health  and  Physical  Education : 

I  again  offer  for  your  consideration  at  the  proper  time, 
when  funds  and  space  are  available,  expansion  of  these  areas. 

D.  Textbooks  and    Scholars'   Supplies : 

As  a  result  of  a  gradual  replacement  policy  our  textbooks 
are  being  brought  up  to  date  with  a  unified  reading  and  so- 
cial studies  program  through  grade  five.  I  recommend  that 
this  policy  be  followed.  It  is  indicated  that  textbooks  will 
increase  in  cost  from  20  to  25%  and  scholars'  supplies  from 
10  to  15%  this  year. 
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E.  Maintenance  and  Repair  : 

It  is  desirable  to  keep  our  present  school  plant  in  repair. 
Sometime  in  the  future  plans  for  painting  the  inside  of  the 
Central  School  should  be  formulated  and  funds  raised  for 
this  purpose. 

When  funds  are  available  the  approaches  to  the  Central 
School  should  be  hot-topped  or  dressed. 

F.  Planning  for  the  Future : 
1 .     Increase  in  population  : 

We  are  told  by  statisticians  that  the  United  States  is  in- 
creasing in  total  population  at  a  rate  of  3,000,000  per  year 
and  that  by  1955  our  total  school  population  will  increase 
about  45%.  At  the  present  time  the  Flampstead  School  plant 
is  adequate  as  far  as  space  is  concerned. 

Hampstead's  school  costs  as  far  as  secondary  education 
is  concerned  are  high  and  seem  to  l)e  going  higher.  Our  pres- 
ent staff  at  the  High  School  is  adequate  to  handle  twice  as 
many  pupils,  thus  lowering  our  per-pupil  cost.  There  are 
only  three  high  schools  out  of  the  eighty  in  the  State  that 
show  a  higher  per-pupil  cost  than  Hampstead.  I  recommend 
that  the  citizens  of  Hampstead  examine  the  laws  concerning 
cooperative  school  districts  already  on  the  statute  books,  with 
a  view  to  the  possibility  of  like  needs  in  the  surrounding 
communities.  By  pooling  resources  the  burden  is  divided, 
and  the  benefits  of  the  larger  school  units  may  be  realized. 

G.  Conclusion : 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  citizens  of 
Hampstead  for  their  loyal  support  of  the  schools.  I  also 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  teaching  staff  and  School  Board  in  guiding  me  in  our 
important  work  of  educating  all  the  children  of  all  the  people 
of  Hampstead.

The  program  of  studies  for  the  school  offers  four  curricula : 
Classical,  General,  Commercial,  and  Home  Economics.  Electives 
may  be  made  in  more  than  one  curriculum. 

Four  of  the  six  members  of  the  graduating"  class  of  1948 
have  continued  their  education  in  post  secondary  institutions. 
Another  member  is  taking  a  post  graduate  course  in  the  high 
school  in  preparation  for  continuing  her  education  and  training. 
The  elTorts  of  the  Hampstead  school  board  and  P.  T.  A.  in 
introducing  the  hot  lunch  program  for  the  benefit  of  the  chil- 
dren have  1)een  well  rewarded.     The  high  school  pupils  appreciate 
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the  program,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  from  35  to  40  high 
school  students  are  served  each  school  day. 

The  P.  T.  A.  has  continued  to  supply  subscriptions  to  maga- 
zines desired  in  the  school. 

Extra  curricular  activities  have  included  the  presentation  of 
an  operetta,  a  play,  and  a  minstrel  show.  Athletics  have  included 
basketball  and  baseball  for  boys  and  basketball  and  softball  for 
the  girls.  Twenty-nine  boys  and  girls  are  participating  in  ath- 
letics. The  1948  baseball  and  basketball  teams  were  unusually 
successful.  This  was  due  to  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation 
displayed  by  the  members  of  the  teams  as  well  as  members  of  the 
community  who  contributed  in  many  and  various  ways. 

The  school  expresses  its  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
shown  by  the  community  toward  the  work  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Mr.  L.  Miinro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Music  in  the  Hampstead  Schools. 

The  progress  which  has  been  made  in  Music  Education  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  has  been  made  possible  by  the  keen  enthusiasm 
and  splendid  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  students. 

In  the  primary  grades  rote  songs  supply  the  inspiration  for  a 
valuable  experience  which  serves  as  a  foundation  for  further 
musical  progress.  These  songs  induce  a  love  of  music,  correct 
monotones,  develop  good  singing  tone  and  prepare  for  music  read- 
ing. With  the  beginning  of  two-part  singing  a  true  sense  of 
harmony  is  developed.  Still  richer  harmony  is  experienced 
through  the  three-part  songs  in  the  upper  grades. 

Today  much  stress  is  laid  upon  the  appreciation  of  music. 
The  children  are  taught  recognition  of  instruments  liy  sight  and 
sound  with  the  aid  of  picture  charts  and  records.  Musical  stories 
like  Peter  and  the  Wolf  are  a  real  help  in  the  development  of  this 
phase.  A  fine  climax  to  the  study  of  the  instruments  was  the 
opportunity  of  watching  and  listening  to  the  performance  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  Fiedler. 
The  eighth  grade  students  made  the  trip  to  Boston  by  bus,  last 
May.  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  The  Public  Gardens,  and  Sym- 
phony Hall  were  visited  by  the  group. 

At  the  High  School  there  are  two  vocal  groups,  the  Girls' 
Glee  Club,  and  Mixed  Choir.  These  groups  furnished  music  for 
Class  Day,  Baccaleaureate  and  Commencement. 

For  your  hearty  cooperation  and  that  of  the  teachers,  I  am 
most  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy.  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  concerning  the  Art  activi- 
ties and  instruction  in  Hampstead. 

After  a  year  of  progress  a  need  was  felt  for  more  funda- 
mental work  in  .Vrt  rather  than  an  all  creative  program.  As  art 
governs  our  every-day  living,  so  must  the  children  have  a  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build  it.  The  whole  program  was  based  on 
the  fundamentals  of  color,  figure  drawing,  lettering,  holiday  mo- 
tifs, etc.  Individual  work  and  murals  were  made  with  colored 
construction  paper,  or  crayons  or  painted  with  either  water  colors 
or  poster  paints. 

New  mediums  were  introduced  for  the  first  time.  They  were 
Poster  Paint,  Finger  Paint,  and  an  assortment  of  colored  construc- 
tion paper,  and  project  roll  paper  for  murals. 

A  representative  from  the  Milton  Bradley  Company  in 
Springfield,  Massachusetts,  demonstrated  finger  painting.  Ex- 
amples of  this  work  were  left  at  the  school. 

In  the  Spring  the  art  club  at  the  Hampstead  High  School 
painted  the  backdrop  for  the  operetta.  Place  mats,  nutcups,  and 
favors  will  be  made  in  connection  with  the  Junior  Red  Cross  in 
Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  for  the  various  holidays  to  be  sent  to 
different  hospitals. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Grandy,  the  teacliers,  and  all 
who  have  helped  me  during  1948,  for  their  increased  interest  and 
splendid  cooperation.

March  22,  under  direction  of  Mr.  Grandy,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  a  tuberculosis  educational  film  was  shown,  "This  Is 
T.  B."  All  pupils  in  grades  five  through  twelve  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  see  this  picture  at  the  Central  School. 

April  8,  Miss  Constance  Martin,  R.  N.,  Staff  worker  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Association,  assisted  in  giving  the  Tuberculin  Test 
(Vollmer)  to  62  pupils.    One  reacted  positive. 

April  27,  at  Woodbury  High,  Salem,  the  one  positive  reactor 
to  the  tuberculin  test  was  given  the  additional  benefit  of  a  chest 
X-ray  by  Mr.  Eugent  Alden,  who  is  an  X-ray  Technician.  The 
X-ray  was  read  by  Dr.  Robert  Kerr  and  this  pupil  was  found  to 
have  healed  calcified  glands. 
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The  Hampstead  Board  of  Education  purchased  an  excellent 
set  of  measuring"  and  weighing  scales  which  is  greatly  appreciated. 
It  greatly  simplifies  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  pupils.  The 
program  of  weighing  and  measuring  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
classroom  teacher  as  a  development  of  a  special  health  educa- 
tional curriculum. 

Good  nutrition  is  one  of  the  essentials  for  growing  children 
if  they  are  to  do  their  best  work  in  school.  One  of  the  most  se- 
rious hazards  of  the  school  age  pupil  is  the  tendency  to  cut  down 
on  breakfast.  This  feeling  may  be  attributed  to  rising  late  and  the 
fear  of  tardiness.  The  effect  in  either  case  is  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  food  eaten.  Gain  in  weight  is  the  best  single  sign  of 
good  nutrition.  Realizing  this,  a  hot  lunch  program  has  been 
started  through  the  efiforts  of  Mr.  Grandy  which  will  be  most 
beneficial  to  the  pupils. 

Last  fall,  a  pure  tone  audiometer  was  given  the  Salem 
Schools  by  the  Salvation  Army  with  the  understanding  that  it 
could  be  used  in  Hampstead.  This  represents  a  valuable  devel- 
opment of  the  school  hearing  program.  An  individual  hearing  test 
has  been  given  to  all  of  the  pupils.  Three  were  found  to  have 
defective  hearing  and  consulted  an  Otologist.  Two  corrections 
have  been  made ;  one  is  still  under  treatment. 

A  set  of  equipment  for  giving  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test 
has  been  used  this  year.  This  test  series  is  composed  of  three 
parts : 

Part  One  is  planned  to  sort  out  cases  in  which  there  is  low 
visual  acuity.  The  main  difference  between  this  test  and  those 
commonly  in  use  is  that  the  charts  are  constructed  to  minimize  the 
possibility  of  memorizing,  and  provision  is  made  for  standardizing 
illumination. 

Part  Two  is  intended  to  detect  those  who  may  pass  the  visual 
acuity  test  but  who,  nevertheless,  have  deficiencies  which  are  latent 
and  may  require  correction. 

Part  Three  is  designed  to  indicate  the  cases  in  which  there  is 
difficulty  in  using  both  eyes  together. 

Use  of  this  eqtiipment  will  give  a  considerably  more  effective 
vision  test  to  all  pupils. 

September  1,  2,  3,  T  attended  the  school  nurses'  workshop  at 
Keene  Teachers  College  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  L.  Bruce, 
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State  Board  of  Education.  I  felt  the  lectures  were  helpful  in  my 
school  health  program.     Some  of  the  outstanding  topics  were : 

The  role  of  the  school  nurse  in  screening  and  follow  up  cases 
of  impaired  vision,  by  Dr.  Leroy  Ford. 

Reason  for  record-keeping  in  all  nursing  services,  by  Miss 
Florence  Clark,  R.  N. 

Relation  of  the  school  nurse  to  the  Crippled  Children's  Pro- 
gram, by  Dr.  U.  Saunders. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  fine 
cooperation  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Grandy,  parents,  teach- 
ers, and  pupils.  Without  their  interest  and  support,  my  work 
would  have  been  quite  futile.
